None bat *. southern "cracker" could 


endure the long ride through the pine 
woods behind toe slow-moving oxen, A 
whole day ia commonly occupied by 
them in covering a distance ot eight or 
tenmilea. The animals have a lazy ex- 
pression to their eyes and the old two- 
wheeled cart literally stands still at 
times while the animals an drawing 
one leg before the other. But a corres- 
pondent says this ia suited to the tem- 
perament of their owner. Herldesalong 
quietly, occaalonaUy rousing himself to 
snap hi* whip with such a resounding 
crack that It can be heard for a mile 
away in the pine woods. It Is said that 
Unas people get their name from the 
skill which they have obtained in snap- 
ping their long whip lashes, and it 
seems quite reasonable that this should 
be true. One «aa tell the approach of 
a cracker aad his load of oranges by 
the occasional snapping of his whip long 
before be is In sight He plows his 
frolt orchard with the aid of the same 
alow team. Frequently he allows them 
to rest while he walka around the place, 
and In the middle of the day the sun is 
considered too hot for endurance. Man 
and beast then rest within the shade 
of some tree, while the croaking of the 
bullfrogs and the cawing of the bus- 
tards are the only Indications of life 
around. Fortunately for the cracker'* 
convenience, oranges are fruit* that 
<lo not have to be picked rapidly. 
He can distribute his labor of harvest- 
ing over several mouths, and this 
he generally does. ,Jhe checks that 
come back In return for the fruit con- 
atitnte about all tbe money the crack- 
en see in the whole yew, and generally 
they do not see much of this. There is 
an account at the general merchandise 
store in the village that has been run- 
ning for a year, and after this la paid 
oft the poor man finds very little left, 
put this does not bother him much. He 
returns home to repeat the operation, 
and to cultivate hla (Troves so that he 
can payoff another bill at the store 
which will gradually accumulate again. 


There is very little religious life pos- 


lible to those lonely people in the 
southern pine woods. In the smaller 
places where a number of them are 
ntiiered together a minister occasion- 
ally visits them to preach, but out in 
the desolate pine woods they are left to 
their own resources. 
Every day ia 


about the same with them. They work 
l little, sleep a great deal, and eat 
when they are hungry. For pleasure 
they go hunting and fishing, occasion- 
ally the whole family takes a fort 
night's trip in the big cart to some dis- 
tant lake, where they camp out 
Thia 


is their only outing or vacation. Bead- 
big material is very scarce, with tho 
exception of the small county papers— 
the latter are very plentiful in Florida. 
Bchoolhouses ore generally few and far 
between, and they are mostly small log 
huts that the crackers erect themselves,
